This  i«  the  answer  made  by 
the  Government  to  the  cUkn  that  the 
ten  ahipa  of  the  Pet«r»en  Line  can 
not  Uke  care  of  the  cJiport  trade  of 
the  Dominion.  It  w^uU  ieem  —  » 
th«  Government  it  dotermlntd  to 
develop  fnother  Jncgbna  ofi  th«  tax- 
payers of  Canada,  which,  in  if»  de- 
vclepment,  tilty  Pot  the  Canadian 
Merchant  Marine  and  its  ioasct  m  the 
shade.  The  Government's  cUlm  «• 
that  it  >•  *H  powerful  on  aM  and 
land,  and  that  it  is  d*te»niined  to 
reaulatc  rates.  What  it  is  determined 
toldo  ia  to  p«r  the  lo»aea  ,of  »team- 
shfe  lines  out  of  the  pockets  of  tlie 
!  of  Canada.  The  only  bene- 
ficl^t  other  than  thoM  •tc«nahtp 
lin^  will  be  a  small  grotJp  of  ex- 
pot^,  and  the  aahaidy  aeheme  will, 
we' venture  to  say,  not  inctcaM  Wport 
trade  by  a  single  ton  of  goo4*. 

Th  effect,  what  the  Coir«fiim«nt 
subaidy  means  is  that  the  Oorernwent 
wiB  enable  Sir  Will«««n  Petersen  to 
rc4jKC  ocean  freight  rates  below  the 
market  price  to  the  extent  of  the 
sufcdy  given.  The  Petersen  ships 
wiM-«»rry  possibly  one-fiftieth  o/  the 
trade  of  the  cotmlry— and  they  arc 
not  yet  hnUt  Cmtmim,  to  all  intents 
an4  pnrppscs,  has,  throuRh  the  sub- 
ti4f,  ordered'  the  building^  of  new 
•14^  when  thn  worWa  market  is 
glutted  with  tonnage,  and  when 
5.000,000  tons  of  that  tonnage  are 
swinging  at  aitefctof  ''Of  woored  at 
dodc  unable  to  obUin  business.  The 
subsidy  scheme  is  a  project  for  tax- 
ing all  the  people  for  the  benefit  of 
a  aelected  few.  What  the  Govern- 
ment will  be  able  to  do,  if  the 
unfortunate  and  fantastic  subsidy 
sehenM^^bMMnMa  l»w,  ia  not  to  control 
i.rcaii  freight  rates.  becauae  it 
could  not  do  thi*  unless  it  controlled 
the  bt»lk  of  the  shipping  in  the  trade; 
it  will  be  donating  public  moneys  for 
the  benefit  of  one-fiftieth  of  the  trade 
of  the  country,  and  it  wiM  be  dis- 
criminating against  the  fortv  ninr 
fifthieths  of  that  trade.  Whatever 
way  the  matter  is  viewed.  It  ia  Sir 
Wttliam  Petersen  who  wina  and  the 
^tofift  of  Canada  who  loee. 

•TATB  AMD  INDUtTmY  . 

It  ia  the  experience  of  all  gener- 
ations in  connection  with  the  tran>i 
actions  of  nil  governments  that  State 
interference  with  every  industry  or 
departmrrit  of  trade  has  the  inevit- 
able effect  of  making  prices  higher. 
Governments  have  gttenspted  to  atabi- 
lisc  prices  and  H  is  noteworthy  that 
they  always  stabilise  them  at'  the 
maximum  and  thia  net  u  a  check  on 
healthy  competition.  All  evidence  is 
that  State  interference  never  does 
and  never  will  lower  the  tost  of  any- 
thing to  the  consumer. 

The  proposed  subsidy  for  cheaper 
freight  carriage' oii  the  Atlantic  will, 
incidentally,  mcnn  greater  State  ex- 
penditure and  heavier  taxation.  Those 
who  feel  the  burden  of  that  taxation 
wiU,  in  order  to  BM«t  It,  Charge 
heavier  prices  for  the  commodities 
they  have  to  sell.  It  would  be  ex- 
actly the  anoM  were  there  reduced 
freight  rates  on  land  and  did  the  de- 
ficita  of  the  National  Railways  be- 
come grenUr.   It  ia  the  people  who 

WO«|ld  pay,  n<>t  only  those  shippers 
who  might  benefit  through  reduced 
freights  but  the  eountty  aa  n  whole. 
Governmental  interference  with  any 
ind^try,  we  have  aaid,  ineviubly 
raiib  prfeci.  We  have  u.ihoft  strike 
in("  extmplc  of  tbia  in  the  liquor 
trade.

Kingdom  had  nationalized  the  in- 
dustry after  the  war  the  taxpayers  in 
this  country,  Kke  those  of  the  United 
States  of  Amirie%  AualMtta,  Cagada, 
and  other  codtitries,  would  "have  oeen 
called  upon  to  meet  heavy  deficits 
which  would  have  added  to  the  de- 
pression of  the  trade  and  industry  of 
the  country.  British  shipping  has 
eontinued  to  make  large  contributions 
to  the  JSKCnue  of  the  nation  in  the 
form  ofMviMSle  exports  of  shipping 
services — i.e.,  gross  freights  earned 
abroad,  less  expenses  paid  abroad. 
The  Board  Of  Trade  haa  eattelaUd 
these  for  IVM  at  £120,000,000.  What- 
ever the  exact  figure  may  be.  it  great- 
ly helped  t.)  offset  the  country's  (ap- 
parent) "adverse  trade  balance," 
which  in  the  last  thrcs  years  has  in- 
creased from  £171,000,000  to  the 
figure  of  £341,000,000  indicated  in 
the  Ust .  Board  of  Trade  figures  ©f 
our  foreign  trade  for  1924. 

On  January.  1,  1924,  there  was  lald- 
up  tonnage  in  the  principal  ports  of 
the  United  Kingdom  amounting  to 
1,134.000  gross  tons.  By  April  this 
had  TIecreaaed  to  6564100  tons.  After 
increasing  to  752.000  tons  in  July,  it 
fell  to  534,000  tons  in  October.  The 
fall  in  freights  between  October  and 
December  was  followed  by  a  sharp 
rise  in  thi^  amount  of  laid-up  tonnage 
to  TOlW  gr<Jsr  toiia  Jgdt^, 
1925.  The  report  shows  that  there  is 
a  surplus  of  perhaps  ^,000,000  tons 
uf  uneconomic  tonnage  laid-up 
abroad.  As  well,  on  the  basis  of  the 
movement  of  shipping  and  the 
weights  of  cargoef  at  Uaittd  King- 
dom ports,  it  is  indicated  that  vessels 
are  carrying  smaller  cargoes  in  pro- 
portion to  their  tonnage  than  ia  1913.

A  tide-predictinjj;  instrument — there 
are  only  three  in  the  world — has  been 
installed  at  BidatM  Obeervatory.  By 
it  tides  in  anv  part  of  the  world  up 
to  50  .years  or  m9re  ahead  can  be 
predicted  and  it  is  possible  to  ancer- 
tain  what  tides  prevailed  even  .SO 
years  ago  to  an  accuracy  of  half  an 
hour.  The  procedure  is-thus  ex- 
plained: All  available  laformatlon  as 
to  tides  at  a  pince  is  collected, 
analysed  and  reduced  to  a  law.  Then 
t^e  eomplicsted  mechanism  of  the 
instrument  is  adjusted  so  that  when 
set  in  motion  electrically  it  will  re- 
peat the  motions  so  to  apeak  and  re- 
cord what  it  is  doing  on  a  moving 
roll  of  pap^  The  machine  is  a  maxe 
of  cogged  wheels  of  varying  dia- 
meters exerting  influences  which  can 
be  guaged  to  extreme  nicety.  A  fine 
wire  on  one  whe^  will  represent  the 
influence  of  the  moon,  another  that  of 
the  sun  and  so  on  until  everything 
that  contributea  to  the  quality  of  a 
tide  has  been  accounted  for.  and  a 
travelling  needle  recorda  tbe  sura 
tot«l..of  all  these  infloeoecs  and  an 
extra  piece  of  apparatus  registers  the 
result  in  condensed  form  for  ready 
reading.  The  machine  thus,  is  "al- 
most huUian.**   

Comihtiittng  bn  'the  fict  that  no 
dividend. is  to  be  paid  to  the  share- 
holders of  the  Grand  Trunk  "Railway 
London  Truth  says:  "What  strikes 
0M  in  COUlideTlag  the  whole  busi- 
ness of  the  expropriation  of  the  Grand 
Trunk  Railway  and  the  events  which 
ftrflowed  that  mfurtauate  episode  is 
the  wnsympsthetie  attitude  of  the 
Canadian  Government  towards  the 
stockhoMcr^  concerned.    The  pros- 

prriiy  of  the  Dominion  was  largely 
built  up  by  tbe  extension  of  railway 
fad^tes,  and  tfeue^facOitfiM  were  pro- 
vided tu  a  very  considerable  extent 
by  British  capital.  Millions  of  that 
capital,  as  represented  by  hoMlugs  of 
Grand  Trunk  junior  securities,  have 
been  ^tirely  wiped  out,  yet  the 
Canadian  dovemmen^  does  not  even 
propose  %  'compassionate  sllowanre' 
to  the*  unfortunate  stockholders.  The 
Grand  Trunk  Pacific  aflatr  ia  oaly 
part  of  A  long  story,  the  incidauta  of 
which  do  not  redound  to  th««  Cfidit 
of  the  Dominton." 


According  to  a  report  tabled  in  Par- 
liament, d^ng  1924.  112,000 
power  of  hydro  electric  energj 
generated  in  Canada,  and  of  this 
amount  317,000  h^rse-power  was  used 
in  the  country  and  214,000  exported. 
Canada's  water  power  is  one  of  her 
greatest  reaewoM^  but  she  appears  to 
be  allowing  every  one-third  df  it  to  be 
developed  f«r  the  usr  of  others  than 
Canadians.

Vancouver,  the  most  prosperous 
city  in  Canada  at  the  present .  time, 
and  the  city  in  Canada  that  appears 
to  have  the  most  prosperous  future 
waiting  for  it  just  around  the  comer, 
fai  handling  about  three  thousand  five 
hundred  pieces  of  reverted  property. 
The  officials  of  the  City  of  Vancouver 
and  the  people  of  Vancouver  are  not 
at  all  alarmed  about  the  great  amount 
of  reverted  property  they  have  for 
said.  They  sold  one  hundred  thousand 

dollars'  worth  of  that  property  during 
the  past  year,  and  they  are  confident 
of  th<|ir  ability  to  dispose  of  the  re- 
mainder of  it  in  due 'time.  In  fact, 
the  officials  of  Vancouver  seem  to  re- 
gard that  property  as  a  valuable  asset, 
and  if  there  is  any  profit  to  be  derived 
from  the  sale  of  it  they  are  going  to 

reserve  that  profit  for  the  citizens.

Qbaerve  that  we  arc  not  discussing 
Vklafia^  f«¥irted  land  prohlcoi— we 

are  merely  calling  attention  to  facts. 
We  do  not  say  that  the  syndicate  sys- 
tem of  solving  reverted  land  problems 
is  not  a  sound  system.  We  merely 
suggest  that  it  would  be  a  good  thing 
for  some  of  the  people  of  Victoria  to 
have  their  faith  in  tlie  prospects  of 
the  city  renewed.  The  existing  de- 
pression in  land  values,  like  the  exist- 
ing depression  in  general  business  not 
only  in  Victoria  but  throughout 
Canada,  will  pass  away  just  as  sUrely 
as  Spring  succeeds  Winter  and  har- 
vest follows  smedtime.  The  troubles 
of  the  world  are  passing  despite  all 
the  futile  discttsiions  In  leagues  and 
congresses  and  parliaments.  The  one 
thing  needful  is  assiduous  attention  to 
production  and  business.  The  present 
year  will  bC  a  prosperous  year  foe 
Canada  provided  the  Canadian  (>ov- 
ernment  ceases  from  troubling  tlu- 
people  and  distracting  their  minds 
over  grievances  that  are  for  the 
greater  part  imaginary.

The  chief 
of  the  millionaires,  next  to  Henry 
Ford,  plays  a  short  round  of  golf 
every  day.  and  says  that  every  day  he 
plays  a  round  of  golf  adds  at  least  a 
day  to  his  life,  which  is  of  a  reason- 
able length  already.

Of  course  Mr.  Rochefeller  Ukfs  a 
great  interest  In  all  golfers  he  meets 
in  the  course  of  his  daily  round.  Wc

.sir, '—You  nro  to  be  congratulated 
upon  your  recent  editorial  entitled 
"Lower  Freight  llatcs."  The  crux  of 
the  question  la,  as  yuu  say,  the  com 
ot  the  service.  If  the  railways  cairy 
aftuff  at  a  loss,  they  cannot  exist:  if 
oemed  t>y  the  Oevemment.  .these 
losses  must  bo  home  by  the  public, 
as  taxation.  We  'can  never  havs 
cheaper  railway  service  unttt  we 
eliminate  the  political  "bunk,"  and 
get.  down  to  huslneas. 

The  Hlluatlon  Im  briefly  a»  follows: 
Beforo  the  war  we  had  not  much  to 
complain  of  regarding  freight  and 
passenger  rates;  however,  during  the 
war  the  American  railway  organisa- 
tion took  advamtage  ot  our  helpless* 
neaa  and  ralaed  their  Nalready  high 
wages  about  par  csnfN^d .  aside 
from  a  small  reduction  th#y->temaln 
the  same  today.  The  coal 
followed  flult,  and  the  reeult  ia  that 
the  two  largest  bills  of  expense  of 
running  a  railroad  (labor  and  fuel* 
havs  Increased  to  such  proportion  as 
to  bankrupt  our  national  railways, 
and  force  the  C.P.R.  to  increase  Its 
charges  to  meet  the  extra  expense. 

The  Farmers'  gun.  Montreal  Star 
and  many  other  papera  agree  that  it 
la  uselsan  to  expect  any  reduction  un- 
der preeent  conditions. 

The  political  attitude  is  as  follows: 
The  Hon.  O.  V.  Oraham  sayu  that 
wages  must  not  reduced,  glr  Hsnry 
Thornton  goes  him  one  better  and 
says  we  must  not  only  pay  our  em- 
ployees enough  to  keep  them  In  com- 
fort but  must  give  them  enough  to 
keep  them  In  prosperity.

Under  the  Bngllsh  la«r  a  huslWnd 
eouM  obtain  a  divaree  aolaly  an  a«> 
count  of  adallery,  ba«  a  womah  tiiTa 
to  prove  cruelty  or  desertion  for  two 
yesrs  or  longer  without  ressonahle 
excuac  Cruelty  by  the  KngUah  court* 
had  been  defined  aa  auch  a*  to  In- 
flict permanent  phyaloal  disability  or 
endanger  her  reason  to  the  extent  of 
apprehending  a  contlnuaaea  of  im- 
paired nMntallty.  Obvleaaiy,  It  la 
vary  dlAoalt  for  a  wonma  to*  prove 
^thar  oae  of  theae  thiaga.  Aa  one 
mambar  eapreeeed  it,  a  woman  might 
Mai  a  "life  of  hell"  and  yet  not  rome 
wtthln  realm  of  relief.  The  bill, 
therftore.  oniy  affeetdd  tta  four 
WesternV-^^^lncee.
